MUST ISOLATE GERM 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — With 


some cases of influenza reported by 
the United States public health serv- 
ice, efforts will be made this week to 
spur congress into taking steps that 
will prevent a general recurrence of 
the disease, as it occurred last year. 


Representative Fess, Ohio, who has 


introduced a bill providing for gov- 
ernment investigations in the hope 
of finding a cure for the plague", is 
planning to point out to the house 
this week the great danger of con- 
gressional inactivity. 
His bill has 


been slumbering in a committee for 
several months. 


All scientists agree that the only 


way to find a cure for the disease is 
to isolate the germ that causes it, 
Fees states, and this probably can be 
accomplished only thru expensive ex- 
periments. 


"Congress apparently is showing a 


distinct apathy for this legislation," 
Fess said, "and despite its great im- 
portance there seems to be little in- 
terest in it. Congress must appropri- 
ate a small amount to find a cure for 
influenza or we may be confronted 
with the necessity of providing large 
feums for relief w'ork, if 
a general 


epidemic occurs, as many medical men 
predict. 


Fess urges the communities hard
